Judging from the actions of 
various organizations . through- 
out the country, there is a grow- 
ing uneasiness about the present 
‘high cést of living and the even 
worse prospects for the future. 

Among other things, govern- 
ment control of food stuffs is 
Suggested as a means of keeping 
the. necessities of life down 
where the average man can live 
dicently. So far as the absolute 
necessities are concerned this 
might work out all right but 
why stop there, It seems to us 
that it is in many other ‘lines, 
especially here in the west, that 
the real hold-up game is being 
played. “Freight rates.” is 
given as the common excuse by 
wholesalers and retailors in the 
west for the big difference in 
prices here as compared with 
the same articles in the east. 
his excuse was badly warped 
only the other day when a Mon- 
treal man went into a western 
store to purchase a certain ar- 

‘ticle. He was told it was six 
dollars. He said he could buy 
the same article in Montreal for 
$4.00, and when he asked what 
made the difference he was told 
\“freight.” Now this Montreal 
, mah happened to be a railroad, 
man and after investigation he 
discovered that, when purchased 
in ease lots, the freight on this 
-gingle article amounted to some- 
thing less than five cents. Yet 
there was $2.00 difference be- 
tween - eastern ard 
price because of “freight.” 

We have heard of other sim- 
ilar cases in different lines but 
this one is enough to illustrate 
the paoint.

CLEVELAND'S LOYALTY 


Pennant Nobly Deserved By Loyal 
Fans—Sad History 


Cleveland fans richly deserve a pan- 


more than. a generation. The Chio 
city first secured a National League 
franchise back in 1879. With the, ex- 
/ception of five years—between 1884 
and 1889—it has been in one or the 
other of the big leagues. Yet never, 
over that sweep of time, has a pen- 
inant flag waved over its ball park. 
The Ohioans sent over 30 entries in- 
to the big. league races—and none ever 
‘came back a winner. Each springtime 
j}found the Clevelanders with hopes 
high but in the end they have been 
dashed to the ground. The history 
‘of baseball in Cleveland is one long 
chapter of disappointments. And yet, 
the Cleveland fans have remained 
faithful. There have been times when 
they supported in a meagre way only 
because the team itself was such a 
joke combination, yet, on the whole, 
the fans there have been generous to 
‘an extreme. 

Twice in modern history have Cleve- 
; land teams been within striking dis- 
‘tance of their goal—a pennant. And 
on both of those occasions the base- 
| ball enthusiasm in Cleveland increas- 
‘ed to a frenzy of excitement; swept 
through the town and practically en- 
Back in 1908 Cleveland 
lost the pennant by half a game. Had 
| & great catastrophe visited the city, 
the sorrow and anguish could not 
| have been greater. The city was in 
|semi-mourning for days afterward. 

On that day in 1908 when Cleveland 
was scheduled to play its last two 
games with St. Louis in the Missouri 
city, practically all the offices and 
shops were deserted after 3 p.m. The 
fown congregated before the news- 


sult. Everything else in life was for- 
gotten save that Cleveland had two 
games to play and that by winning 
ooth it would win the highest honors 
in baseball. The details of the game 
were megaphoned, Wild roars of ap- 
lause swept through the downtown 


fistrict every time a Cleveland player || 
| pertormed some valiant deed. But 


when the final score was posted— 
the score that showed Cleyeland lost 
the game and the pennant because Bill 
Hinchman had loafed on a drive-—a 
moan rolled trom every throat. Sor- 
row filled the cily, 

Cleveland waited five years—and 
then another team shot along toward 
the pennant goal. It was Joe Birm- 
ingham’s 1913 outfit. Almost until the 
elubs raced into the October stretch, 
the Clevelandites held second posi- 
tion, within striking distance of the 
Athletics, And then they went east 
on the final swing along the Atlantic 
seaboard. The crucial omen were to

ROSES.IN ALBERTA 
“NEED SPECIAL CARE. 


Household Care With Extra Labor Get | 
Good Results Despite Supposed 
Climatic Difficulties 


W. R. Reader, Parks Superintend: | 
ent of Calgary, writes: Roses, though 
shrubs in'the true sense of the term, 
belong more to the flower garden than 
the shrubbery. Notwithstandfng the 

“universal’admiration that is expressed 
for them, they are grown in but few 
gardens at present, possibly because 
it is feared that the climate is too 
severe or that they require knowledge 
and spécial treatment, only such as an 


expert can give. It is’true that they 
do require treatment somewhat differ- 
ent from most other shrubs or plants, 
but it must be conceded that the ex- 


tra labor involved in giving this treat- 
ment is amply rewarded by results. 

To be able to cultivate roses to the 
best advantage, it is advisable to have | 
a bed or border devoted to thém en- 
tirely. The: ground should be deeply 
dug and a liberal dressing of rich old 
manure incorporated... The rose is 
very fond of strong fe@ling. Do not 
plant until the soil has. had time to 
settle, in fact, the ground should be 
prepared in the fall and planted in 
the spring. 

Protect in Winter 


Roses should be planted rather 
deeper than other plants, at least two 
buds ought to be covered. They will 
be less likely to be killed out during 
the winter. This particularly applies 
to roses that have been budded or 
grafted.. Afv.er planting meke the soil 
very fine about the roots by treading. 
Water the bed according. to require- 
ments and weather conditions 
throughout the growing season. Oc- 
casional spraying of the growths is 
beneficial during hot dry spells. 

Some of the ‘hardier species of 
roses, such &s the Austrian Briars and 
Rosa Rugosa, might be satisfactory 
without winter protection, but I pre- 
fer to take no chances, and my prac- 

; Lice is to cover all varieties with thor- 
oughly’ decayed manure, first of all 
pulling as much earth as possible up 
to the crown after the manner of 
hilling potatoes. Roseg are always 
| Ikilled back to some extetityand I find 
that the more wood that can be pre- 
rerved in*reason, the greater the crop 
of blossoms. - 

Spring Troubles Worse 

It is not the cold that kills the

We should, therefore, endeavour to 
get the very best quality obtainable. 

Potatoes can be grown in arly good 
garden soil, provided there is good 
drainage. Wet, heavy and retentive 
land is the most unsu‘ted for potato 
culture, while the most adaptable is a 
rather light. sandy loam; on such, the 
ripest, cleanest dnd best quality tub- 
ers can be grown. < 

The best time to prepare the ground 
is in the fall, Ground which has been 
well’ manured for the preceding crop 
—such as cabbage or. cauliflower will 
not require additional manure, but 
where the ground is poor and im- 
proverished a liberal amount of well 
rotted manure should be appMed and 
the ground dug or plowed deeply, As 
early as possible in the spring, rake 
the surface of the ground level. By 
this means all the moisture {is con- 
served and early weed seeds are 
checked. Heavily manured land is 
not desirable for a pete crop and 
fresh manure from the stable should 
not be applied to the ground in the 
spring. It has been amply demon- 
strated that the application of 
manure immediately before planting 
assists the development of scab and 
affects the quality of the potatoes.
